Washington, Nov. 18.— In reply to 
charges that the weather bureau had 
not given adequate warning to ship­ 
ping on the Great Lakes of the ap­ 
proach of last week’s 
terrific 
storm 
which resulted in a loss of 254 lives 
the bureau issued a statement declar­ 
ing that "the storm throughout its 
course was heralded in as complete a 
manner as possible.” 
Fu ll responsibility for the forecasts 
was taken by the bureau, the local 
forecaster 
at 
Cleveland 
being 
ab­ 
solved from any possible blame. 
“ A ll forecasts relating to this at­ 
mospheric disturbance were dissemi­ 
nated from Washington,” the 
state­ 
ment said. 
"O n Thursday when the storm was 
over the Canadian 
Northwest 
small 
craft 
warnings 
were 
displayed 
at 
every station over the Great Lakes. 
On Friday at 10 a. m., as the storm 
advanced and increased in intensity, 
signals were changed to storm w arn­ 
ings and displayed at every point on 
the Great Lakes as far east as Oswe­ 
go. 
“ On Sunday morning, owing to an 
approaching secondary storm, moving 
northward in an abnormal manner the 
mlded precaution was taken to repeat 
the storm warnings 
on 
the 
Great 
Lakes from Detroit eastward. thoBe 
on the northern lakes being continued 
under existing rules. 
"T h e 
records 
show 
that 
every 
weather bureau means for dissemi­ 
nating news of such storms was used. 
Displays were made at 
113 
points 
along the lake shores.’*

The " I told you so brigade," which in­

assertion that 
he predicted 
the bill would not be reported during 
the special session. 
The attitude of senators whom Presi­ 
dent W ilson drove unw illingly into cur­ 
rency legislation after they had spent 
so much time on the tariff was a guar 
antee that the currency bill would be 
delayed. 
The methods 
of delay are 
not such that any one 
can say de­ 
liberate intention to prevent action has 
been tlie object, yet when we recollect 
that the bili has been before the com­ 
mittee since Sept. 18 it wuuld appear 
that no effort to hurry its considera­ 
tion is evident. 


The "Open Door” Caucus. 
The caucus with the “ open door" 
m ay be a feature of future congres­ 
sional action, but it is not to be ex­ 
pected that men of a party with real 
differences to settle are going to open 
their discussions to the public. 
There 
m ay be so called open caucuses, but 
they w ill be perfunctory affairs. 
The 
real differences w ill be settled in pri­ 
vate conference. 
Much of the legislation is framed by 
private conferences. 
In many cuses 
meetings are held at the residences of 
senators and representatives in order 
to insure more privacy. 
The call for 
the "open caucuses” alw ays sounds 
well, but m ajority parties with many 
divergent views to adjust are apt to 
compose them in private conferences 
In quiet places. 


Money Power Beat Clark. 
H a lf a dozen different things served 
to prevent Champ Clark from being 
president. 
It was P h il Campbell of 
Kansas who put In the Record recent­ 
ly an outside speech in which the state­ 
ment was made that when Champ 
Clark spoke against the Aldrich cur­ 
rency bill a prominent banker was 
heard to say. “ Th at puts Champ Clark 
out of the race.” 
And yet we all have 
an* Idea that the bunkers did not have 
much to do w ith the Bryan speech, 
which w as the real cause of Champ's 
defeat. 
And 
w hat reason 
had 
the 
bankers to prefer W ilson to C lark? 
As events have progressed It has been 
found that these two statesmen do not 
differ m aterially upon the main ques­ 
tions before the country. 


Money and Partisanship. 
Tw o 
Democratic 
members of the 
banking and currency committee as­ 
serted that they had seen no evidence 
on the part of the Republicans to make 
the currency bill a party measure or to

ibence the caucus. 


Dead Letter Law. 
During the last years of the Roose­ 
velt administration the smoke law for 
Washington was enforced rigorously.

department to Major General Carter, 
in command of the border patrol. 
The Indians are fortifying on a high 
table mountain, the summit of which 
is approachable by only one tortuous 
road.

eight others escaped and rallied their 
tribesmen to the defense before the 
marshal reached the agency. 
An Investigation showed that the
